Retreat aims to reequip activists’ 
arsenal of techniques 


YOU MIGHT SAY THE ALBERTA ENVI 
ronmental Network is trying to 
build a better activist. — 

The environmental group is host- 
ing its first-ever advocates’ training 
retreat, a two-day workshop on 
grassroots organizing techniques. 
The workshop, based on the Sierra 
Club's learning program in the Unit- 
ed Sates, will focus on strategic plan- 
ning, developing campaigns, and 
media relations. 

“There's not a lot of opportunities 
for advocates to learn how to be 
advocates,” says organizer Geneva 
Rae, who is with Sierra Club. “This 
is an opportunity to learn how to 
develop a campaign, and how to 
develop that message the public 
wants to listen to.” 

One of the highlights of the con- 
ference will be a session on creative 
resistance with Jaro Malanowski, a 
board member of the Global Vision 
Film Festival. Malanowski will talk

about using creative expression, 
such as film or art, to get a message 
out to the public 

Rae says environmentalists need 
new tactics to get public attention for 
important issues. 

“There's only so far we can go 
with banners and puppets and 
posters,” she says. “There's suc han 
overload of environmental messages 
that people are tuning it out.” 

But both organizers and those 
planning to attend the workshop say 
they hope participants will come 
away with more than just new cam 
paign strategies. 

Cody Torgerson is a Calgary- 
based activist and is associated with 
many different environmental orga- 
nizations, including the Sierra Youth 
Coalition, Clean Calgary, and the 
Car-Sharing Initiative. He says he 
hopes the workshop will help devel- 
op better links between environmen-

The People for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals want the British Army to replace 
the black bear hats worn by Royal Guards 
with ones made of synthetic fur.

During the event, 
Ezell hopped a guardrail and tried to run 
onto the field. 

“| stormed the field, and was nabbed by 
some officers on sight,” she says. “Then | 
was booked and spent about seven hours in 
your lovely jail.” 

Ezell appeared in court Tuesday morning 
where she was charged with criminal mis- 
chief and fined $150. A charge under an 
Edmonton city bylaw for interrupting a pub- 
lic event, which carries a fine of up to 
$2000, was dropped. Her bear suit was also 
confiscated. She says she was told that it will 
be returned to her after she leaves the 
country. 

Andy Weilier of Edmonton Police Ser- 
vices says Ezell’s arrest has been the only 
incident thus far during the Queen's visit, 
and that the police hope to keep it that way. 

“Security is very tight whenever you're 
dealing with dignitaries, especially with the 
royal family,” he says. “Not just to protect 
the royal family; it’s also to make sure peo- 
ple have plenty of access to see the Queen.” 

Ezell had originally planned to follow the 
Queen to Calgary, but has decided to cancel 
that trip, in light of her arrest. 

“The cops made it pretty clear that we 
are not to go to Calgary,” she says, 

Still, Ezell says she feels she accomplished 
what she set out to do. 

“Young kids would come up to us and 
say, ‘| know why you're here, | know about 
the bears,” she says. “People are talking 
about it, and they know what the issue is. 

“So | would say, definitely, mission accom- 
plished.”

“People call us, and they’re not 
always die-hard, tree-hugging envi- 
ronmentalists,” she says. “So a lot of 





this workshop is about how you go 
from concern about an issue, to get- 
ting involved.” 

Torgerson says it’s a problem he’s 
also encountered in his work with 
environmentalist groups in Calgary 
He says he’s hoping to learn more 
about how to develop people's tal- 
ents so they can effectively help an 
organization. 

“Once you determine what their 
motivation and strengths are, they 
get active and excited about being 
involved,” he says. “Otherwise 
you're just spoon feeding a volun- 
teer and they never get anywhere on 
their own.” 

The Alberta Environmental Net- 
work is also looking at ways to make 
advocate training available to people 
who may not be able to attend a 
weekend retreat. Some of the ideas 
being looked at include evening 
seminars and lectures.

“traveled with steamer trunks.” One 
of his black capes had a red lining, 
another had a print of doves. Asa 
public relations man, he knew that 
entrances were everything, 


GLORY FOR THE GLORIOUS 

Sometimes draped over his cape 
or tuxedo was a medal, Zaire’s 
Order of the Leopard, personally 
presented to him by Mobutu. In 
other societies, one is awarded 
medals for humanitarian or scientific 
achievement. In Mobutu’s Zaire, the 
nation’s highest honours were 
reserved for those who assisted 
Mobutu in whitewashing the mass 
graves of his victims and the billions 
of dollars he stole from his peo- 
ple 

Von Kloberg did not take 
the medal too seriously. He 
majestically flung the 
medal over one of his 
tuxedos or capes as a 
kitsch fashion accessory. 
He was also a consum- 


mate confidence man t S KS 
He had once pleaded NS 


guilty to faking letters of 

support from two 

ambassadors, who were his 
clients, to obtain a $60,000 bank 
loan. He received five years proba- 
tion for that one. 

On another occasion, when a new 
Pakistani ambassador arrived in 
town, she received a letter from Von 
Kloberg, welcoming her, and solicit- 
ing her business. He boasted that he 
had four former congressmen and 
other luminaries working with him. 
The only problem was that several 
had never heard of him. One of 
them, former Rep. Edward Feighan, 
Democrat of Ohio, was so infuriated 
that he sued Von Kloberg for $3.5 
million alleging “wrongful appro- 
priation of [his] name.” 

His favourite scam was to bill 
Saddam Hussein for several op-eds 
in The New York Times and other 
newspapers advocating a US tilt 
towards Iraq in its longstanding 
conflict with the ayatollahs of Iran. I 
queried the authors, all of whom 
claimed to not know Von Kloberg. 
When I asked Von Kloberg about it,

“Last year we raised $8000, and 
this year’s goal is $10,000,” chal- 
lenges Pshyk.

It may be that tremendous num- 
bers of “baby boomers” are getting 
old and dying, many having not 
realized their dreams, that there has 
become a new film genre illustrating 
the reclaiming of lost dignity and 
ambition.

As much a study of characters, the 
film is also a study of landscapes.

Part of what makes the film 
seem so authentic in its contempla- 
tion of the mundane is that Schorr 
utilizes real places and the actual 
people who inhabit them. In one 
scene people dance in a bar in Texas, 
Schultz among them though not the 
focus, and the excited patrons smile 
and pose for the camera.

It’s lowest 
common denominator-ing your 
music, I guess. I don’t have an 
attention span these days, so the 
stuff I like instrumentally, it’s got to 
have more than one core influence.” 

Certainly his band’s latest disc, 
En Hillbilly Caliente, evinces a wide 
range of influences—from blues 
and early rock through jazz, R&B, 
country, bluegrass, movie sound- 
tracks and punk rock—and an

The dazzingly imperfect beauty of Victoria’s Chet

“ITS THE BLISS AND THE HORROR,” SAYS 
Chet's Ryan Beattie, describing the name- 
sake and inspiration for the Victoria band’s 
sophomore CD, Kau’ai. “It's this beautiful 
Hawaiian island, and it’s perfect because of 
all that, then there are all these monster 
trucks and American kind of stuff. It’s like, 
positivity to heartbreak, all on a continu- 
um.” 

Anyone who was lucky enough to catch 
Chet live or listen to their stellar 2003 
debut, The Tiger is in the Window, knows all 
about the continuum. A Chet song is 
invariably a mesmerizing, mood-drenched 
mini-epic of small and large human fallibili- 
ties and vulnerabilities, sprawling and 
woozy, with Beattie crooning intelligent 
and heart-stopping lyrics over insistent and 
occasionally bewildering builds and fades, 


cascades of guitar, organ, cello, and drum- 
beats. It’s strange and compelling, and 
achingly gorgeous, utterly original music 

Beattie relates that the songs on Kau'ai 
and Tiger were created much the same 
way, “It’s like layering soft sounds on top 
of soft sounds,” he explains, “so you end 
up getting a very heavy effect from it, but 
never overdriving the emotional effect.” 

Tolan McNeil, arguably the most inter- 
esting producer working on the west coast 
(Frog Eyes, Leeroy Stagger, Carolyn Mark, 
etc.), was on hand for both albums. 
“Tolan's very forceful. He's this music guru, 
in a sense. He won't let you procrastinate 
if it’s time to make a record,” says Beattie, 
“We recorded both pretty much off the 
floor, leaving in the bad notes and mistakes. 
| tend to like that; the imperfections make 
it beautiful. It's not this perfect, over- 
dubbed record, but it’s flawed and human- 
istic.” 

Which fits the subject matter, too 
“Kau'ai was built around this conceptual 








idea,” Beattie acknowledges, “It’s dramatic 
and grandiose-murder ballads, songs about 
loss, birth, growing old, the beauty of all 
those wonderful, horrible things. It's more 
dreamy than the first record, but there's a 
lot more pop to it, some waltzes; woo-ing. 
and spastic.” 

Although Kau’oi is just being released 
now through Chet’s new association with 
the terrific Vancouver label Hive Fidelity 
it’s been complete for well over a year, and 
Beattie is quick to point out that the band 
has a bunch of new material to perform. 
“We're moving away from minimalism. The 
records are more stripped down. Live, we 
get all intense and sweaty.” He laughs, 
“Whisky is a big inspiration.”

Ill teach you to stunt 
Is all publicity really that good in the long run? 


THE ROLE OF A HIP-HOP PUBLICIST IS TO 
increase an artist's visibility. As PR practition- 
ers, they are faced with the problem of turn- 
ing everyday people into out-of-this-world 
celebrities that the masses can't stop talking 
about. While there are still a handful of 
artists who rely on their talents to maintain a 
presence, a larger majority are paying less 
attention to their music and more to how 
they can “have people talking.” 

While publicity stunts help sell records 
and help keep a celebs’ name in the public, 
can they ruin an artist's legacy? Can publicity 
stunts overshadow great music? 

In the pop medium, Michael Jackson is 
probably the most notable celebrity who has 
never hesitated to use a publicity stunt to 
sell records. The Jackson biography, The 
Music & The Madness, recalls how many of 
the early tabloid stories that the National 
Enquirer printed about him were provided by 
Jackson himself to “have people talking.” 

Following in Jackson's misplaced footsteps 
is the Queens, New York rap star 50 Cent, 










who, in the two years since releasing his 
sophomore album, Get Rich Or Die Trying, has 
created so much controversy it’s hard not to 
talk about him. 

Similar to Michael Jackson, 50 Cent likes 
to play the victim card. In late 2004— out of 
the blue—50 Cent had a beef with fellow 
New Yorkers Fat Joe, Nas, and Jada Kiss. 
Claiming he was attacked and was merely 
responding back, 50 recorded a rebuttal 
song called “Piggy Bank.” 

But, of course, that wasn't enough. 

Why not “coincidently” drop by New 
York's Hot97, for an “unplanned” visit with 
one of hip-hop's most renowned Djs, Funk 
Flex, to plug a dis-record that is ‘so contro- 
versial” that even Flex refuses to play it? The

If you do it 
six days prior to your new release date, you 
can probably easily top the sales of your first 
album. 

But the question remains—can publicity 
stunts ruin an artist's legacy? 50 Cent and 
the other MCs who will follow in his foot- 
steps won't be remembered for their cre- 
ative deliveries or storytelling abilities, They'll 
be remembered as the MCs that used con- 
troversy to “have people talking.”

IF TERRENCE MALICK’S BADLANDS NEEDED 
an alternate soundtrack, the Junior Pantherz’ 
Death By Life would be an inspired choice— 
sexy and glowering, resolute and dissolute, 
heavy and ripe like the last summer day 
before everything starts to rot.

way ahead of their time; if the Beat- 
les were nice and the Stones 
naughty, 
then The 
Sonics were 
outright 
nasty. As 
early as 
1964 and 
1965 they 
composed 
tracks with 
titles like 
“The Witch,” “Psycho,” and “The 
Hustler’—the lyrics of which were 
filled with sexual references, and the 
music consisting mainly of noise. A 
lot of noise. But—and this is impor- 
tant—not just noise for noise’s sake. 
Great songs do hide behind it, just as 
they do on, for example, The Jesus 
And Mary Chains’ “Psychocandy” 
To the men on the radio, however, 
the garage rockers from Tacoma, 
Washington, sounded precisely like 
noise, and nothing but noise, and, 
hence, many of them simply refused 
to air any of the band’s recordings. 
Parents, too, did all they could to 
keep their kids from the band’s con- 
certs; The Sonics still managed to 
attract thousands. In fact, the band’s 
largest obstacle was that their 
recordings were published on the 
local label Etiquette, which, while 
cleverly named, merely managed to 
make The Sonics a massive act in the 
north western United States—and 
virtually unknown anywhere else. 
Their first two singles, “The 
Witch” and “Psycho,” became huge 
hits locally, and were included on 
their debut album, Here Are the Son- 
ics!!!,a bewildering experience to 
say the least.

There is no love story, 
and Sheri Somerville, who is usually 
cast as the perpetual diva, is decid- 
edly suburban in this romp. She 
invests a certain prim matriarchal 
note in Louise. However, it’s even 
more fun to see her in the guise of 
Arthur's guidance counselor or his 
over-developed best friend Corey 
the jock. Sidesplitting. Farren Timo- 
teo is suitably surly as Andrew, the 
weird kid we all knew in high school 
and as a bevy of women and old 
men; he’s also incredibly funny. As 
ever, Jeff Haslam, in uniform and all 
isa scream as The Law—ausually 
more of an abstract concept “tonight 
I'm more of a fella”. 

A Momentary Lapse explores noth- 
ing too deep, however, it certainly 
makes for a satisfactorily engaging, 
time in the theatre.

Catalyst presents new hybrid: half workshop, half large-scale emotional event

ARTISTIC DIRECTOR JONATHAN 
Christenson isn't sure exactly how to clas- 
sify his latest, an ambitious musical produc- 
tion called Sticky Shoes. 

“I've been calling it a ‘staged reading,’ but 
| hesitate to use those words, because this 
presentation is also a complete theatrical 
event,” he says. Unlike a standard play read- 
ing, this production boasts a full-blown set 
and production actors reading texts from 
music stands peppering the Catalyst boards. 

“These performances will be presented 
workshop-style and feel much like last sea- 
son's Love + Love. It’s all pretty exciting, 
especially since we only have 24 hours of 
cumulative rehearsal time,” Christenson 
says. Building in part from texts and themes 
explored in Love + Love, Sticky Shoes boasts 
the largest cast Catalyst has ever seen on 
its stage (20 actors) and is co-written/pro- 


duced by Christenson and designer Bretta 
Gerecke. 

“This play is based on three plays by 
[American playwright] Charles L. Mee, as 
well as on various other poetic pieces and 
writing from Love + Love cut up and assem- 
bled along with found popular and classical 
music into a brand-new work,” he says. 
Sticky Shoes is the Edmonton professional 
debut of any of Mee’s work. 

“There are three love stories built into 
the play,” he says, pleased with the narra- 
tive, psychological and even generational 
range of the tales (character’s ages range 
from|5 to 75). 

“The first story is about an elderly man 
and woman who meet on a park bench and 
fall in and out of love. The second story is 
about 50 sisters forced to marry 50 broth- 
ers, and their plot to kill their new hus- 
bands (based on Greek Myth of the 
Danaids: the 50 daughters of Danaus, fated 
to marry the 50 sons of Aegyptus—their 
father’s twin brother). The third story is a 
retelling of the Phaedra legend, about a 
woman who falls in love with her stepson, 
except in this story it’s told with a less trag- 
ic and more ironic twist.” 

The idea behind this theatrical experi-
